Claims hi 4 have been cancelled. Claims 15 to 25 are now present. 

The prior claims were rejected under 35USC1 12 for a variety of 
reasons and under 35USCW2 and 35USC103. 

With respect to the 35USC112 rejection, only method claims 
remain. Therefore, objections solely related to composition claims are 
moot. With respect to claim 7 5, mixture of alcohol is properly clarified. 
The term "sufficient quantity" does not stand-alone. It is present and
